No Neutrality Proclama- 
tion to Be Issued, Thus 
Allowing Arms _ Ship- 


ments to Russia. 


WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP).— 
President Reosevelt does not in- 
tend to issue a neutrality procla- 
mation in the Russian-German 
war, acting Secretary of State 
Welles announced today. Amer- 
ican ships thus will be permitted 
to carry arms to Russia’s Pacific 
port of Vladivostok. 


The United States thereby will 
take the same position with refer- 
ence to the Russian-German war 
as it has maintained during the 
long undeclared war between Ja- 
pan and China. 

Welles noted that, under’ the 
Neutrality Act, a neutrality proc- 
lamation is called for when the 
President or Congress “shall find 
that there exists a state of war 
between foreign states and that 
it is necessary to promote or pre- 
serve the peace of the United 
States or to protect the lives of 
citizens of the United States.” 

Proclamation Not Needed. 

The acting secretary then stated 
that President Roosevelt had au- 
thorized him to announce that, in- 
asmuch as he finds that a proc- 
lamation is not necessary in the 
present instance to promote the 
peace of the United States or pro- 
tect American citizens, the Presi- 
dent has no intention of issuing 
such a proclamation. 

Asked what effect this would 
have regarding the .transport of 
arms to Russia in American ships, 
Welles explained that cambat 
zones already established by the 
President do not include the Pa- 
cific region. — 

Viadivostok, Russia’s large port 
in the Pacific, thus will remain 
open to American ships carrying 
arms or any other supplies. Under 
the Neutrality Act American ships 
are forbidden to carry. arms to 
“belligerent” ports, or to enter 
defined combat areas. 

Welles said the United States 
still has received no official com- 
munication from the Russian Gov- 
ernment since the American dec- 
laration on Monday, condemning 
the “treacherous attack” on Rus- 
sia and President Roosevelt’s an- 
nouncement yesterday that aill 
American aid possible would be 
given to the Soviet Union.

Marion Allen, who owns a small 
string of horses at the track, 
identified Bailey's body at the 
hospital. 

What Bailey Did for Living. 


for more than 20 years and had 
seen him at race tracks through- 
out the country. Asked just what 
Bailey did for a living, Allen said: 
“I expect you'd call him an in- 
former.” | 

Bailey, who Was 37 years old, 
had served a two-year sentence 
in Leavenworth Penitentiary, start- 
ing in 1937, for liquor. law viola- 
tion. He was released early in 1939 
on parole, but was returned in 
January, 1940, after he had been 
arrested for parole violation. Fed- 
eral records show he had been ar- 
rested more than 15 times in vari- 
ous cities. 

Registered at Hotel. 

In his pockets, Highway patrol- 
men found a key for a room at 
the Broadview Hotel, East St. 
Louis, where it was said Bailey 
had registered early yesterday, 
coming in without any baggage 
and paying for his room in .. 
vance. He had stayed at the 
Broadview on many previous oc- 
casions. 

Investigating the shooting, Sher- 
iff Arnold J. Willmann and High- 
way patrolmen learned that a man 
rand a woman had come to the 
Broadview about 2 a. m. today and 
asked for Bailey. They also learned 
that a woman in Evansville, Ind., 
where Bailey had been living be- 
fore ; went to East St. Louis, 
had called him a few nights ago 
and engaged him in a heated ar- 
gument. 

Bailey also had a room in a 
house at 439A Collinsville avenue, 
East St. Louis. Highway patrol- 
men were informed by Jackie 
Yurieck, who also lives there, that 
she had not seen Bailey since 
Monday hight. Most of Bailey’s 
personal effects were in his room, 
including many Christmas cards 
addressed to “Charlies (BRlayboy) 
Bailey.” Bailey drove an expen- 
sive automobile, which police were 
unable to find.

LEASE-LEND AID

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Has 
the Russian-German war, together 
with delays charged to the Office 
of Production Management, at last 
convinced President Roosevelt that 
industrial mobilization, no less than 
the army and navy, must have a 
commander? Officials at the nu- 
cleus of the defense program be- 
lieve so. 

They declare that circumstances 
are driving him inexorably to a 
reluctant change of heart, and 
predict it will soon find expression 
in the appointment of a chairman 
or director of the Office for 
Emergency Management. The No. 
1 administrative agency of the 
whole industrial defense structure 
exists as yet only in skeleton form. 
It owes its top place and very 
breath of life to the fact that at 
present OEM is synonymous with 
F. D. R. 

Roosevelt’s delay of a year in 
taking this essential step, though 
blue-prints were at hand in the 
record of President Wilson’s War 
Industries Board, is ascribed to 
the former’s temperamental aver- 
sion against delegating authority, 
as well as his inability to decide 
on the right man for the place. 

Possible Nominees. 

Already various personages are 
discussed as possible nominees to 
the post, which would be equiva- 
lent to that of Bernard M. Baruch 
as chairman of the War Industries 
Board in 1918. Among them are 
Baruch himself, as foremost Amer- 
ican authority on the _ subject; 
Owen D. Young, honorary chair- 
man of the General Electric Co.; 
Eugene. .M. Grace, president of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation; and 
Robert P. Patterson, Under Secre- 
tary of War. 

Baruch’s name enjoys high pres- 
tige and public esteem. His wisdom 
has mellowed at the age of 71, 
without dulling his genius for mas- 
tering facts and making instant, 
confident decisions. He would not 
accept, it is thought, without full 
power together with full responsi- 
bility. This is not because of lust 
for authority, but due to his belief, 
based on experience, that the job 
could not be administered with 
less, 

In addition to eminence as a cor- 
poration executive, Young has had 
a distinguished career of public 
service. Grace, a bitter and irrec- 
oncilable foe of the New Déal, is 


' described as possessing the assets 


of self-assurance equal to Baruch’s, 
the habit of sharp and rapid deci- 
sion, and a mind sufficiently tough 
to welcome responsibility and “take 
the raps.” Patterson is credited 
with bringing the army’s procure- 
ment service to a high state of ef- 
ficiency. 

Official charts and schedules for 
the last four months have dis- 
played the Office of Emergency 
Management as befng in the posi- 
tion of “parent corporation” to

Under them, without effective 
restraint, as the situation is de- 
scribed, is a group of vigorous, 
able and ambitious men, each de- 
sirous of extending the area of his 
own power as far as possible, at 
the expense of his colleagues and 
the procurement departments of 
the armed services.

Officials of OPM are charged 
with being immoderately addicted 
to speechmaking, which detracts 
time and energy from performance.

| Among suggestions for reorgan- 
ization is one that the priorities di- 
vision, wielding the most powerful 
weapon for industrial control, 
should be made co-ordinate with 
OPM instead of its subsidiary, and 
be placed under one of the strong- 
est, ablest and most resolute offi- 
cialg in the whole organization. An- 
other is that OPACS, under Leon 
Henderson, with the delicate job 
of civilian price-fixing, should be 
set apart from OEM as an inde- 
pendent or at least a semi-inde- 
pendent establishment.

Goes Back to Trade of His Youth, Ikon works 
ing, Now That Republicans Control 
Board and City Business. 


Alderman Leroy E. Couplin, who 
grew “fat and flabby,” as he says 
himself, in the days when Demo- 
crats ruled the City Hall and cus- 
tomers were not hard to find for 
whatever he had to sell, is earning 
his living today the hard way— 
literally. 

The Alderman, at the age of 49, 
has gone back to the trade of his 
youth, and is now a union iron 
worker. The returns, he finds, are 
not bad—$70 for a normal 40-hour 
week, but usually there is over- 
time, lifting his earnings at times 
to $98 a week, and once to $128. 
He told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
about it last night when he re- 
turned, at 6 o’clock, to the home 
at 5145 Cabanne avenue he had left 
12 hours before. Wearing the rough 
clothes of a working man, his 
empty lunchbox under his arm, 
Couplin was as jaunty about it all 
as the upturned peak of his cap 
suggested. 

“I’m not ashamed of being a 
laboring man,” he said with a 
cheerful grin, “but I haven’t been 
spreading it around. There were 
two reasons for it. I needed the 
money and I was getting fat and 
flabby, so that if I bent over to 
pick up a pin from the floor some- 
one had to help me to my feet. 

“The first few days were bad. 
My back felt like it was broken, 
and I didn’t think I could get out 
of bed. I darn lucky they 
put me a hight shift, because I 
don’t I could have stood it 


at first under a hot sun. But now 
I’m feeling fine. I’m living again.” 

Couplin, who represents the 
‘Lwenty-sixth Ward, has done 
much of his work at the small 
arms ammunition plant, but he is 
assigned by the union to other jobs 
as the need arises. He started 
working May 1 on a temporary 
p-rmit, after convincing the exam- 
ing board his youthful experience 
warranted a trial, and on May 19 
became a full-fledged member of 
the AF'L Bridge & Structural Iron- 
workers’ Union, Local No. 396 
when he paid the $15 initiation 
fee. 

Ironworking won't interfere, the 
Alderman said, with his business 
at City Hall. He laid off today, 
because of the special meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

The two meetings he has missed 
since he became an ironworker 
had nothing to do with his new 
work, he explained. One was be- 
cause of a boil on his neck, the 
other because he forgot that a 
Friday meeting had been advanced 
to Thursday because of Memorial 
day. 

Missing that meeting cost him 
$10 of the $1800 annual salary of 
an Alderman. He was the first 
victim of the new policy, required 
by the City Charter but previously 
ignored, under which an Alderman 
is fined $10 for an unexcused ab- 
sence. The new rule helps the Re- 
publicans to maintain their three- 
vote majority in the board.

Commodities Sections Will 


Be Established for Each) , 
Key Defense Industry to 


Settle Problems. 


WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP).— 
The Office of Production 
ment undertook today to cut a 
pathway through official red tape 
for manufacturers of defense 
goods. 

Commodity sections of the OPM 
will be established for each key 
defense industry, Director General 
William S. Knudsen announced. 
These sections will confer as fre- 
quently as necessary with advisory 
committees to be established for 
each industry. When a hitch de- 
velops concerning produetion, pur- 
chases or priorities, the committee 
representing the affected industry 
will take up the problem with the 
corresponding OPM commodity 
section, ° 

In general, the revised organiza- 
tion was said to bear sonfe resem- 
blance to the War Industries Board 


of 1917, The system was designed | 


to eliminate overlapping authority 
and to reduce the number of con- 
ferences necessary for solution of 
each problem. Each industry will 
nominate members of its advisory 
committee, with final selection left 
to the OPM. 

John D. Biggers, director of the 
production division, will head the 
commodity sections dealing with 
steel, automobiles, aluminum, mag- 
nesium, chemicals, paper and pulp. 

Donald M. Nelson, purchases di- 
rector, will assume responsibility 
for textiles, food, drugs, clothing 
and some other commodities, 

Edward R. Stettinius Jr., priori- 
ties director, will have charge of 
commodity sections in which prob- 
lems of allocation are paramount, 
such as rubber, copper and zinc. 

At a press conference yesterday, 
Knudsen disclosed that the Gov- 
ernment already had transferred 
some machine tools from factories 
making civilian goods to plants 
working on defense contracts. 

“We've got what amounts to a 
war on our hands which requires 
that we do a job in a certain time,” 
he said in explanation. “We should 
do it with the least disruption pos- 
sible of existing conditions—but 
the defense program comes first.”

“The repeated attempts of the 
German-Rumanian armies to take 
possession of Cernauti (on the 
Prut River in Bucovina which the 
Red army took from Rumania last 
year along with Bessarabia) and 
gain a foothold on the eastern 
bank of the River Prut have not 
been successful.” 

The communique said German 
planes striking from Finland twice 
raided Soviet territory, once at- 
tempting to raid Kronstadt, near 
Leningrad. It added that “some 
units of the German army tried to 
cross the Soviet frontier” from 
Finland.

Biddle, a liberal who comes from 
a distinguished Philadelphia fam- 
ily, is now Solicitor General. Until 
recently it was considered virtual- 


ly certain that he would step into 
Jackson's job when the latter left 
Most prominent! tioned for

the job apart from Biddle is Paul 
V. McNutt, now Social Security 
Administrator. The Attorney Gen- 
eral occupies the most strategic 
political position in the Cabinet 
and it would ‘be of. enormous’ ad- 


vantage to McNutt, who never has 
relinquished his ambition to be 
President, When Warren Harding 
gave Harry lL. Daugherty his 
choice of any office in the Govern- 
ment, Daugherty chose to be At- 
torney Gerieral, . 

The post becomes doubiy im- 
portant in the stress of wartime 
emergency, when pressures of ev- 
ery sort are concentrated on the 
head of the Department of Justice.

Recently Biddle and Hoover 
have been working in close col- 
laboration on steps which shortly 
will be taken to check subversive 
activity both of Communists and 
Nazis. - Vigorous action against 
German agents has been expected 
in the wake of the closing of the 
consulates. Similarly a new drive 
on known Communists high in la- 
bor unions is expected shortly. 

Biddle has no major political 
connections. Several times he has 
opposed Senator Joseph F. Guf- 
fey, a power in Pennsylvania poli- 
tics. Guffey, however, has indi- 
cated his support of his fellow 
Pennsylvanian for the Attorney 
Generalship. More outspoken than 
most conspicuous Washington fig- 
ures, Biddle resigned from a Fed- 
eral Circuit judgeship in Philadel- 
phia to become Solicitor General. 
He has had the powerful backing 
of Associate Justice Felix Frank- 
furter. 

Mentioned for the Jackson post 
is another prominent figure now in 
the Department of Justice—trust- 
busting Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Thurman Arnold. While 
Arnold has support among many 
Senators and has won a wide popu- 
lar following, he is opposed by 
strong forces within the New Deal 
whom he has antagonized by his 
frank criticism of certain phases 
of New Deal policy. 

Murphy May Quit Court. 

Still another possibility under 
discussion ig Associate Justice 
Frank Murphy. It is generally be- 
lieved here that Murphy will re- 
sign shortly from the Supreme 
Court, where he never hag been 
happy. It has been variously re- 
ported that Murphy will return to 
the Philippines, where he served 
once as Governor General, or that 
he will be made Ambassador to 
Mexico. Rumors of ihe resignation 
of Ambassador Josephus Daniels 
have been heard.

Rural opposition was based chief- 
ly on the excuse that such legisla- 
tion for the larger cities would 
lead to a Statewide teacher pen- 
sion act and a heavy drain on 
school funds. Hess, who fought 
the St. Louis bill, said the Kansas 
City bill “is just another attempt 
to raid the State school fund.” |

. . Three Farm Bills Killed. 

The’ Senate Committee on Agri- 
culture Killed three important bills 
at a late session yesterday, ending 
the possibility of legislation at thia 
session for the creation of soil con- 
servation districts, for remedying 
defects in the law prohibiting de- 
ceptive labeling of emulsified milk, 
and for broadening the Rural 
Electrification Act passed-in 1939. 
The three bills had been passed by 
the House. 

The committee was responsive to 
pressure brought by more than 
1200 members of the Missouri 
Farmers’ Association, which ap- 
peared in opposition to the Soil 
Conservation Act at a public hear- 
ing yesterday, and voted to report 
the bill unfavorably. -Its action 
prevents the formation of soil con- 
servation districts as political sub- 
divisions of the State to obtain the 
advantage of Federal and State 
advice and financial assistance in 
stopping erosion and improving 
soil conditions. * 

The substance of the argument 
of F. V. Heinkel of Columbia, pres- 
ident of the Missouri Farmers’ As- 
sociation, was that the act would 
have the effect of setting up a 
Federal supervision and control of 
Missouri farms and that the farm- 
ers were opposed vo “meddling” 
by a “super-Government.” Under 
the terms of the act, any farmer 
could withhold his land from inclu- 
sion in a conservation district. 

In rejecting this act the commit- 
tee rejected another item in Gov. 
Donnell’s recent plea to. the Legis- 
lature to enact legislation on. 19 
subjects, one of them being soil 
conservation. ,

The primary objective of the 
Nazi blitzkrieg is to trap huge sec- 
tions of the Soviet army by the 
same tactics used in Belgium and 
France: by pounding panzer spear- 
heads through the front lines and 
deep behind them, there to form 
triangles or circles of steel through 
which the Reds cannot withdraw. 
In France, the Allied armies did 
not have the: tanks or guns to 
smash these spearheads before the 
process of encirclement was com- 
plete; the Soviets, obviously, are 
using a wealth ot mechanized ma- 
terial in the bufferlands of the 
West for just that purpose. 

Slow Withdrawal. | 

Presumably these fierce defen- 
sive tactics are to permit the slow 
withdrawal of great masses of the 
Red army to strong positions deep 
in Russia, where Germany’s chosen 
war of movement mightibe brought 
to an end and a large-scale coun- 
teroffensive organized, 


Granting that the Russians are. 


at least partly successful in such 
a strategy, prolonged resistance 
will depend, in large measure, on 
the staying power of the Soviet 
Government and the unity of the 
people. 

Once Hitler has gained the rich 
territory he seeks in the west of 
Russia and has opened a road to 
Iran and thence back into the Mid- 
dle East, he is likely to count on 
collapse of the Soviet Government. 
In “Mein Kampf,” he foresees ulti- 
mate collapse of what he calls “the 
Jewish dominion of Russia,” and 
says this will be the end of the 
Russian state. Since he cannot 
hope to police all of the Soviet Un- 
ion, it is likely that he envisages 
a vast “unoccupied zone” which he 
will dominate with a “German up- 
per stratum.” 


Hitler’s View. 

For in “Mein. Kampf” he says: 
“Thus have innumerable mighty 
empires of the earth been creat- 
ed. Inferior nations with Ger- 
man organizers and lords as lead- 


ers have more than once expanded | 


into powerful state structures, and 
endured as long as the racial nu- 
cleus of the constructive state-race 
maintained itself. For centuries 
Russia drew nourishment from 


this Germanic nucleus of its su- 


perior strata of leaders.” 

Hitler would make his own bor- 
ders for this “unoccupied zone,” of 
course, keeping the productive 
Ukraine, Caucasus and whatever 
else he desired for direct and in- 
tensive German exploitation. 

But he cannot do this with Rus- 
sia’s army largely intact and its

material help, but he quickly qualified this by point- 
ing out that no one knows what Russia wants, that 
he does not have the “foggiest idea” as to what 
America would supply, that he does not know wheth-. 
er aid would be sent under the Lease-Lend Act or 
by ‘sale, that shipments would perforce be limited 
by American productive capacity and the prior re- 
quirements of this country and England, that it 
would take a long time to fill orders for planes or 
complicated machines, but that we could send imme- 
diately such items as shoes and socks. 

All these reservations indicate that the President 
understands quite well the difficulties and the dan- 
gers of sending any great amount of aid to Russia. 
Some over-zealous supporters of his foreign policy, 
however, such as Senator Pepper of Florida, have 
already begun to urge wholesale shipments of any 
war goods Russia needs. 

There is one tangible and practical step toward 
aiding Russia that has already been taken. That 
is the “unfreezing” of the Soviet assets in this coun- 
try, tied up June 14 by the President's order. The 
order frees some $100,000,000 in Russian cash and 
property, which can be used for purchases here. 

Another probably imminent step is the restoration 
of Russian-American trade relations, which had been 
strained in recent months, when it was feared that 
goods sent to the Soviet Union might be transferred 
to the Nazis. 

Realism in the cause of national defense dictates 
that America do everything in its power to help 
Russia withstand the Nazi onslaught, thus gaining 
more time for our own armaments program and 
for British preparations. But realism in that same 
cause dictates that we take no step that may weaken 
either ourselves or the British in the slightest degree. 

This is no time for melodrama «about “Soviet 
tyranny” or “bloody Bolshevism.” Granted that our 
people abhor the tenets of Communism, granted that 
they condemn the Russian conquests of smaller 
neighbors. Some public men are using these facts 
as their reason for opposing any American support 
of Russia. This is to allow emotion rather than 
common sense to be a basis of policy. : 

Common sense says this: We do not have any 
worthwhile quantities of armaments to spare, Russia 
has been preparing for this attack for years, and 
has more planes and a greater mechanized force than 
we have. Our arms production still lags behind 
schedule; we have not sent Britain anything ap- 
proaching her needs, and our own forces are inade- 
quately supplied. Anything we send Russia must 
be subtracted from our defenses and Britain’s. 

Shipping facilities are already under severe strain. 
A ship could make two and possibly three voyages 
to England in the time it takes to carry one cargo 
across the Pacific to Vladivostok. Even so, the 
Nazis may wreck the European end of the Siberian 
railroad, and make these shipments futile. 

It is important that America not promise more 
than it can deliver. The help we promised Yugo- 
slavia and Greece failed to arrive; thus false hopes 
were roused and eur national prestige was impaired. 

It is also important that America not strip itself 
of armaments in order to send aid abroad. This 
lesson is driven home in one of the most moving 
documents in years: the letter to President Roose- 
velt by a Californian whose son was lost in the O-9 
submarine disaster. The craft had been considered 
obsolete as far back as 1923; it was decommissioned, 
then returned to service in the haste of the defense 
emergency. Tragedy was the result. Tom Tillery 
was a valuable man, his father writes, and so were 
his 32 shipmates. The letter adds: 

His mother and I find little comfort in know- 
ing that the modern products of America’s de- 
fense effort are being given to a foreign Power. 
a0 remaining son becomes eligible for draft in 
This touching and understandably bitter letter 

is something for the administration and the public 
to think about. 

If we scatter our resources indiscriminately, as 
some advocates of all-out aid to Russia would have 
us do, we endanger not only the safety of this coun- 
try and its defenders, but we weaken Britain’s chance 
for successful resistance if and when the Nazi men- 
ace wheels in full force across the Channel.

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THEY LOST THEIR BONE. 

A dog, according to Aesop, was crossing a log 
thrown over a stream. -In his mouth he carried a 
bone. Suddenly he glanced down and saw his re- 
flection, bone and all, in the water. The sight elec- 
trified the dog, who was more greedy than intelligent. 
No longer was he satisfied with one bone. He must 
have two bones. He opened his jaws and snapped 
at the bone in the jaws of the reflected dog in the 
water. The real bone and the reflected bone sank out 
of sight together. 

A re-enactment of this fable has just been staged 
in St. Louis, with human beings as the actors. The 
scene is the Busch-Sulzer Brothers Diesel Engine Co. 
factory. Here the bone involved was the installation 
of certain vital machinery. The AFL carpenters’ 
union and the AFL machinists’ union, neither satis- 
fied with the jobs at hand, made a simultaneous 
grab for the job of installing the new machinery.

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FRANCO TAKES OVER A CHURCH FUNCTION. 

The controversy between Franco's Fascist Govern- 
mént and the Vatican over which should have juris- 
diction in the appointment of Catholic Bishops. in 
Spain has been settled by what is described as a 
“compromise.” The agreement is that Franco’s Gov- 
ernment shall propose six candidates for each vacan- 
cy and tender them to the Pope. The Pope then 
may approve three and return these to the Spanish 
Chief of State for a final choice. If\the Pope dis- 
approves all six, he may propose others, but in any 
case, the final selection of Bishops will be by the 
Spanish dictatorship. 

This demonstrates even more clearly than Fran- 
co’s mistreatment of the Catholic Cardinals of Toledo 
and Seville that where political. dictatorship of 
the Nazi-Fascist philosophy rules, there can be no 
freedom of religion. The very. essence of free- 
dom of worship is for a church to choose its own 
leaders.

SAN: FRANCISCO. 
T costs no more to go from Los Angeles 
| to Chicago by way of San Francisco, so 
why not stop over and see the most fero- 
cious man in America? Gargantua is worth 
a side trip, so why not Harry Bridges? 

For six years now, Harry Bridges’ name 
has been fuel for the witch burners of Amer- 
ica, 80 you expect really to see something. 
The result is anticlimatic Bridges looks 
and dresses like any other working stiff, 
and even the background of the suite of 
CIO offices on Market street cannot give 
him an executive appearance. 

We transferred the interview to the back 
corner of a saloon near the waterfront, and 
there Bridges became what he is—an ordi- 
nary guy with a cockney accent, with big- 
boned hands for fighting or working, alert 
eVes that can look right through you, and a 
toothy, affable smile that appears when he 
decides he is in friendly company. 

The Government has just finished a 10- 
week hearing devoted to trying to prove 
that Bridges is a Communist and as such 
a deportable alien. That hearing was the 
second concerted attempt to get Bridges out 
of the hair of San Francisco employers. 

Since ahout 4,000,000 words of testimony 
went into the two deportation hearings, 
there seemed little likelihood of resolving 
the issue in four hours in the back corner 


of a waterfront saloon. The talk was about - 


,everything, but through it all there ap- 
peared only one article of faith—Bridges’ 
simple confident faith in the little unim- 
portant people who inhabit the earth. 

“You seem to have too blind a faith in 
the average workers,’ we suggested. “If 
they are universally good, how do you ac- 
count for industrial stool pigeons, and for 
ambitious little men who trample on others 
to get ahead?” 

, * o “ 

Bridges puckered his chin, tilted his head 
and cocked his left eye, a cockney attitude 
he “tykes” when he is making a point. 

“They're the exception,” he said, “though 
it’s marvelous to me that the workers can 
remain as true as they do under the bar- 
rage of propaganda.” 

The Government charges that Bridges is 
a Communist and an alien. That he is an 
alien is indisputable. He deniés Commu- 
nism. James M. Landis, dean of the Harvard 
law school, who sat as a Department of 
Labor commissioner in Bridges’ first de- 
portation hearing, held that while Bridges 
had social and economic views that were 
not polite, the evidence had not established 
that he was a Communist. 

“Then,” we asked Bridges, “why aren’t 
you a citizen?” The answer was that he 
didn’t have $20 when he needed it to be- 
come a citizen. 

Bridges was born 40 years ago in Mel- 
bourne, Australia, and is Irish on his moth- 
er’s side. His father was and still is a 
prominent and successful real estate man in 
Melbourne. Bridges attended grade school 
and spent 18 months at a Christian Broth- 
ers junior college, then went to sea. 

After the last war, he worked on the San 
Franciseo waterfront, With his passion for, 
and faith in, little people, he never had 
trouble in finding things to fight about. In 
San Francisco, long before the rest of the 
nation heard about him, he was anathema 


to the hiring bosses along the open-shop 
Embarcadero, as a “trouble maker.” 
Bridges is rather proud of his “trouble 
making,” and points to some social divi- 
dends it has produced. | 
In 1934, when the organizing genius of 
Bridges solidified the ranks of the long- 


_ghoremen and brought on the famous gen- 


eral strike, the men who handled the cargo 
along the Embarcadero were averaging 
$10.45 a week, he says. In 1940, the average 
annual income of San Francisco longshore- 
men was $2550. Their scale is $55 a week 
compared with a $40 West coast average. 

Because he feels he has done something, 
Bridges doesn’t mind being “hot,” and the 
only regrettable aspect of his career is that 
high-school children, the cruelest animals 
alive, have made life miserable for his 16- 
year-old daughter. 

Bridges himself doesn’t think he’s so rad- 
ical. He says the trade union conditions 
he has been fighting for in San Francisco 
were old stuff in Australia when he was a 
kid. Again and again, a8 afternoon wore 


into evening, Bridges pointed out phases of |. 


his work to emphasize that his program is 
unionism, not Communist politics.

We changed the subject here to tourist 
chit-chat and suggested that as a visiting

“Naw, they’re crooked,” Bridges said. At 
the bar up front were officials of various 
locals of Bridges’ Longshoremen and Ware- 
housemen’s Union. 

“Hey,” Bridges shouted to them. “This 
fellow from Chicago wants to shoot craps.” 

In two minutes, a half-dollar crap game 
was under way. Perhaps it was a good 
idea. If a man is honest, a man among 
men, and not the creature of possessions, he 
shows it in a crap game, and Harry Bridges 
seemed to pass the test pretty well. 

Democracy certainly prevailed. The head 
of 10,000 warehousemen was trying to make 
a pass. Another warehouseMan waved a 
dollar bill at his superior, Bridges, and hol- 
lered: “A dollar he don’t eight.” 

“Gimme awds,” said Bridges. 

“Odds on an eight, me eye, you’re nuts, 
Bridges.” 

These men, all in their thirties, are really 
the lords of San Francisco, completely con- 
trolling, through their loyal followers on the 
docks and in warehouses, the economic 
lifestream of the city. One of them worked 
his way through college by driving a booze 
truck during prohibition, then became a 
longshoreman. 

Their militant unionism, under the leader- 
ship of Bridges, has added about $100,000,000 
to San Francisco wages in the last six years. 
They shoot for a $2 pot as earnestly as they 
ever shut down on industry. 

The hawk-nosed gent in the $35 suit is 
denounced nearly every day in Congress, 
where bills are introduced for the express 
purpose of deporting him. Patriotic societies 
from Maine to California pass resolutions 
demanding that he be exiled from our land. 

But right now, his only concern is to 
make a 10, 6-4, 5-5 for Harry.

TWO ON AN ISLAND’ 
MONLY EFFEUTIVE PLAY 


Elmer Rice Comedy Drama 
Opens Civic Theater’s 
Fourth Season. 


By COLVIN McPHERSON 

For the opening of its fourth 
season last night, the Civic Thea- 
ter of St. Louis presented the most 
enjoyable play of its entire exist- 
ence. Elmer Rice’s comedy drama, 
“Two On An Island,” with its 11 
scenes to build and move, its cast 


of 50 persons to select and train, 
also represents the summer play- 
house’s most ambitious production 
to date. 

But the man responsible for last 
night’s success was none other 
than the playwright himself. Keen 
observer of big city life in all its 
phases, master at knowing what 
to discard and what to keep, Rice 
has long ago demonstrated in 
“Street Scene,” “Counsellor-at- 
Law” and “Judgment Day” that he 
can create effective material for 
the theater, His “Two On An Is- 
land,” which had 96 performances 
on Broadway in the 1939-40 season, 
perhaps does not rank with his 
Pulitzer prize “Street Scene” as art, 
but the mark of the master is 
there, 

Two young hopefuls who arrive 
in New York on the same day are 
the subjects of “Two On An Is- 
land,” and the play merely relates 
what typically happens to young 
hopefuls in their first two years 
in the big town. There is no at- 
tempt to bend the separate lives 
to the purposes of the drama. In 
fact, John Thompson, who comes 
from Iowa and wants to be a play- 
wright, and Mary Ward, who 
comes from New Hampshire and 
wants to be an actress, do not be- 
come acquainted with each -other 
for eight scenes. It is a tantalizing 
way to write a play, it must be ad- 
mitted, which is all to the audi- 
ence’s gain, 

What Rice has developed, there- 
fore, instead of a step-by-step plot, 
is a study of New York, its glitter 
and excitement, its disappoint- 
ments and cynicism; its strange tri- 
umphs and conflicts, the swift and 
incredible changes it makes in 
lives and, above all, the ceaseless- 
ness of the pattern. For those with- 
out the experience of having tried 
to make a living in the big town, 
“Two On An Island” has the snap- 
py sound of a Broadway column; 
for those who have tried, it has a 
disturbing poignancy that makes 
it extraordinarily real. 

* * * 

Rich in humor, rich in drama, 
it can be enjoyed from beginning 
to end. And that is something that 
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may not be said for every script 
employed in semi-professional the- 
atrical production. 

Persons who see “Two On An 
Island” in the next five nights 
also will find it refreshing in its 
manner of staging. Taxicabs, sight- 
seeing bus, subway train, art mu- 
seur. and Statue of Liberty are all 
ingeniously represented and the 
sight of 20 or 25 persons on the 
stage t a time very well sug- 
~ests the throngs of Manhattan.

The case included testimony that 
Thompson had made huge amounts 
in connection with gambling at 
Kansas City which had not been 
reported in his estate, calculated 
at only $15,000.

Jones, 
in which Missouri authorities were 
principally interested, rather than 
the charge against her. She also 
charged Catholic clergymen once 
interested in her defense had “be- 
trayed her.

Discipline, Business Man 
Backs Price Control. 


A labor leader admitted the need 
of union discipline while a business 
spokesman talked approvingly of 
price control last night at a panel. 


discussion that drew a plea for 
more action in both camps from a 
representative of the Office of Pro- 
duction Management. 

The speakers were Martin Dill- 
mon, editor of the Union Labor 
Advocate; George W. Coleman, 
economic advisor of the Mississip- 
pi Valley Trust Co., and Lieut. 
Col. W. Carter Bliss, St. Louis rep- 
resentative of the OPM. The dis- 
cussion, on “The Battle of Pro- 
duction,” was held at the City 
Hall of University City under aus- 
pices of the Clayton and Univer-~ 
sity City Leagues of Women Vot- 
ers. 

Dillmon deplored. the. apparent 
irresponsibility existing in some 
branches of organized labor, ap- 
proved President Roosevelt’s ac- 
tion in sending troops to quell the 
“obviously Red-inspired strike” at 
Inglewood, Cal. and urged the 
establishment of more effective 
machinery to adjust jurisdictional] 
disputes “which unjustifiably hurt 
even the most pro-labor- — 
ers.” 

While admitting that orios con- 
trol had not always been popular 
with business, Coleman said it was 
needed now “whether we like it or 
not,” to control defense economy.

BRITAIN PROTESTS TO SPAIN 
AGAINST RIOT AT EMBASSY 


LONDON, June 25 (AP).--The 
British Government is energetical- 
ly protesting against a riot out- 
side the British Embassy in Mad- 
rid yesterday, it was announced 
today. 

Authoritative quarters asserted 
the disturbance involving between 
800 and 400 men wearing Falangist 
uniforms “was carefully organized 
and staged by Germans.” 

It occurred during demonstra- 
tions by thousands of uniformed 
Falangists who paraded in Madrid 
shouting “on to Russia” and other 
anti-Soviet sentiments. 

Most of the windows of the Em- 
bassy were broken and several 
automobiles on the property were 
damaged, it was said.

WITH MY OWN eyes, and not through rose-colored glasses 
borrowed from the officers in charge of the current sham 
battle, I have seen things which convinced me that, on the 
whole, the maneuvers are as worthless as the Confederate 
money some of the natives of these parts are still trying to 
spend.

IN THE FIRST place, they have no conception of what 
they are trying to do in any particular battle.

THEN, WHEN the gate was closed and the tanks charged 
again, the damnedest argument would set in. The “enemy” 
would claim the tanks were out of commission, having been 
destroyed while the gate was being opened. . The tank crews 
would say it wasn’t fair to shoot while they were opening 
gates. Then they would all relax and wait for an umpire to 
happen along and the umpires sometimes don’t happen along 
for several hours. No one minds being captured or “killed” in 
a maneuver. The only stigma is a tag marked “prisoner” or

high as $10 for a casualty or prisoner tag. The casualties get 
just as much food as the prisoners do.

IT ISN'T NECESSARY to wait until war descends upon us

“How to prevent freckles?” 

There is a kind of phychological 
aspect to freckles; sometimes they 
are cute, and sometimes they are 
a curse. Under the age of 6 they 
are cute. Later they are likely 
to be objectionable. 

Everything about freckles is 
easy to gxplain except why they 
exist. The dermatologist tells us 
they are tiny blotches of tan. They 
are just like ordinary sun tan or 
tanning of the skin in other people, 
but in blondes and red heads 
the pigment spots turn especially 
dark and stand out and are sepa- 
rated from the rest of the skin by 
white areas or oceans of white. 

The dermatologist also, tells. us 
that freckles usually stay with a 
person for a long time, sometimes 


permanently. What the derma- — 


tologist does not tell us is why 
some people should freckle and 
some people should tan. 

Getting rid of freckles is also 
not quite as easy as it sounds. The 
pigment lies deep in the skin and 
on the surface. The most we can 
do is to bleach or perhaps remove 
the upper layer of the skin. Be 
careful that you do not use a prep- 
aration which contains mercury. 
Mercury is effective but danger- 
ous, 

Ordinary hydrogen peroxide is 
helpful when it is full strength 
and fresh. It works through the 
action of oxygen as a bleaching- 
agent, 

Lemon juice also is good. The 
following additional formulae may 


be used: ‘ 
Formula No. 1 (Cream). 


Peroxide of hydrogen 24 parts 
Glycerin 24 parts 
Lanolin (anhydrous) 100 parts 
Mix by emulsification. Apply to 
freckled area whenever you can. 


Formula No. 2 (Lotion). 


Potassium carbonate 4 parts 
‘Potassium chlorate 
Borax 
Glycerin 
Water to make - 

Apply at night and whenever 
feasible. 

Formula No. 3 (Lotion). , 
Glycerin 1 part 
Alcohol 16 parts 
Lemon juice to make 100 parts 

Mix well. Apply as often as 
three times a day. 


Formula No, 4 (Paste) Freckle 


-’ Preventive. : 
Quinine-sulfate 1 part 
Petrolatum (white) 60 parts 

Applied to exposed areas before 
going in’sun may prevent freckles.

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THERE'S A TRICK TO REMOVING A CINDER FROM THE EYE. 


SIMPLE thing like taking a 


speck of dust out of the eye | 


floors some girls. But it’s 
a valuable thing to know and 
here’s how. The trick in removing 
a cinder or other foreign y 
from the eye lies in turning bac 
the upper eyelid, where most for- 
eign bodies lodge. Of course the 
lower lid should first be pressed 
down to see if the cinder is there. 
If not, it is probably under the 
upper lid. - 
Your first attempt at flipping 
over an upper eyelid will most 
likely be a clumsy one and you'll 
poke your finger in the victim's 
eye, like as not. And you won't 
be able to remove a foreign body 
from beneath your own upper lid. 
Have a clean soft handkerchief 
and wrap a piece of cotton about 
the end of a matchstick. Now 
grasp the “patient’s” upper lashes 
gently between the thumb and in- 
dex finger of the right hand and 
pull the upper lid downward, to- 
ward the cheek. With the left 
hand, place the matchstick side- 
wise across the lid and quickly 
turn the lid upward and back- 
ward on itself. Hold the lid thus 
wrong-side-out by meang of the 
left -thumb against the margin. 
This leaves the right hand free 
to remove the cinder. This is done 
very gently, by touching a tip of 
the soft clean handkerchief to the 


speck, being careful not to scratch 
the eyeball. 

That painful feeling of “some- 
thing in the eye” may persist for 
a short time after the foreign 
body has. been removed. But if 
this pain continues for several 
hours, even though no foreign 
body can be found, an eye spe- 
cialist should be consulted. The 
reason for this is that the object 
may be on the cornea, that clear 

of the eyeball in front of the 
iris and pupil of the eye. Bits of 
dust or ashes may stick to the 
cornea and if not removed prompt- 
ly may result in an ulcer and per- 
haps a scar. 


If there’s “something in the 
eye,” don’t rub the eye, as it may 
rub the cinder deeper into the tis- 
sues. 


The whites of the eyes may be- 
come red when exposed to dust 
or wind, or from loss. of sleep. 
Rubbing the eyes with the fingers 
may introduce germs, so don’t put 
your fingers in your eye. 


Ordinarily the eyes don’t need 
“washes” since they clean them- 
selves, but if they are exposed to 
an unusual amount of dust, you 
might use some 4 per cent boric 
acid solution in an eye cup. If 
there is any real inflammation in 
the eyes, don’t try to treat it your- 
self but see an oculist.

clarer, after a brief survey of his 
resources, then made the correct 
play of leading the club five from 
dummy. East, one of the leading 
masters, did not rush to follow 
suit—instead, he sat and thought 
for perhaps 60 seconds, then de- 
liberately went up with the club 
ace and shifted to the spade king! 

It requires study to appreciate 
East’s play fully. First, let us fol- 
low the result of the play. (Later 
we will see what would have hap- 
pened had East failed to go up with 
the club ace.) Dummy’s spade ace 
was removed. The club queen was 
led and, of course, West held off, 
and now the dummy was as dead 
as the proverbial doornail. De- 
clarer could not collect more than 
eight tricks. 

Had East failed to put up the 
club ace, it is true that West could 
have refused to part with his king, 
thus permitting East to win the 
second club trick. But then Hast 
would be called upon for the same 
Deschapelles Coup of the spade 
king. U, on the first club lead, 
East ducked and West won, it 
would be all over for the detend- 
ers, since declarer’s third club 
would provide an automatic entry 
to dummy. East’s second-hand- 
high play of the ace made it al- 
most impossible for West to make 
a mistake,
